OTHER PROPERTY THREATENED 


Livestock Taken Out In 3af«ty But 


More Than 30 Vehicle* Are Destroy- 
ed—J. L. Stader and C. C. Mitchell 
Heaviest Lasers. 


A dro which threatened tho down 


town business section last evening 
but which was confined to tho building 
la which It started by gallant work on 
the part ot the flro fighters, did dam- 
nge to tlio extent, ol $25,000 when J. 
U 8lader's thrw story brick.Hvory 
stable at the cornor ot Church place 
and Meadow lano was burned to the 
ground. Tho loan to the building Ii es- 
timated at over ? 15,000, and tnoro than 
55,000 (o the contents, partially, cover- 
ed by Insurance. 


Fortunately tho Arc originated In 


the upper floor of (ho building and 
was discovered In time to remove all 
the livestock. There wero 32 head of 
horses in tho building at the time. A 
string of fprtulluotm circumstances al- 
so enabled J. L. Stader, tho owner, to 
save his many cabs and two funeral 
curs. But tor tho fact that the eleva- 
tor refused to work It would havo boon 
poslble to have saved many ot tho ve- 
hicles on the upper floor before the 
Dames reached that portion. 


Tho flromua did gallant work. They 


ha'd a serious situation to face and did 
not biivc equipment which might have 
made U possible to havo kept 
tho 


flames on the upper floor. Tho lack ot 
sufficient ladders to reach the top ot 
the building made It neutisary for the 
firemen to seek points -of vantage on 
surrounding buildings and. light tho 
flames from long dlBtaneo. Especially 
efficient work was done by Policeman 
H«nry Colger and « forco ot men who 
.carried .a hoso to (ho roof ot tbo build. 
Ing occupied by the Pryce Printing 
Company, and the mea under Fireman 
James Frlel, who played u stream from 
tha composing room ot The Courier of- 
fice. These were not tho only, ones 
who did splendid work, howuvor, for 
all the streams wero effective when It 
was possible for them to roach tho fire. 
Tha bluzo persisted In 
soaking 
tho 


most inaccessible spots of tho build- 
ing.

Upsides the building, which Is practi- 
cally n total loss. Mr. Stador lost n 
number ot vehicles.
